Chicago, March 3.^—John H. Walsn, 


president of tho defunct Chicago Na-

bank, ivhlch closed Dec. 18, 


1905, has been taken into custody on a 
federal warrant which charges him

Ing laws In making false returns to 
the comptroller of the currency and 
that he converted to his own use with- 
out proper authority funds of the bank 
amounting to 13,000,000.

The complaint alleges In specific 


terms that on the 18th day of Novem- 
ber, 1906, the Chicago National bank, 
of which Mr. "Walsh, was

transmitted to the comptroller of the 
currency n statement of the financial 
condition, of the bank at the close of 
'business on Nov. 9.

ment the said John R. "Walsh unlaw- 
fully made certain false entries to the

ficers and directors thereof were then
